The acceptance was received from 
Lindbergh after his arrival in Mexico 
City, the president announced. 


Mexico City, Dec. 15 (A.P.).—Cheers 
for a President of the United States 
were heard today in the Mexican con- 
gress probably for the first time. The 
members of the chamber, after receiv- 
ing Col. Charles A. Lindbergh with 
honors never before accorded to a 
foreigner, gave “‘vivas” for Lindbergh, 
Coolidge and. Morrow. 

The chamber of deputies went into 
“solemn session” to receive Lindbergh 
Such a session is called rarely. It has 
never before been held for a private 
citizen. 

The deputies, however, by a formal 

vote, decided that Lindbergh is not a 
private. citizen, but is an “‘ambassador 
of good will to the Mexican people,” 
and was therefore-entitled -to receive 
the highest honors. 
The president of the chamber pre- 
sented to him a gold medal. On one 
side is the Mexican coat of arms; on 
the other is inscribed: 

“To Col. Lindbergh from the Mexican 
Chamber of Deputies in behalf of the 
Congress of Mexico and in order to ex- 
press our admiration for his noble feat 
and glorious mission.” 

Lindbergh standing on the rostrum 
beside Dr. Alejandro Cerizola, the pres- 
ident, bowed in appreciation, and the 
deputies and spectators cheered. Col 
Lindbergh said: 

“I am thankful for all these distinc- 
tions which are being given to me in 
Mexico. 1 have not enough words to 
thank you for thie.” 

Several of the deputies lauded the 
flyer and the effect of his achievements 
in bettering international relations. A 
banquet followed, and toasts were pro- 
posed to President Coolidge, Ambassa- 
dor Morrow and Col. Lindbergh. 

“Parliament at this solemn moment,” 
said Deputy Enrique Medina, “is en- 
nobled by the presence-of Col. Lind- 
b-rgh which marks an episode of glory 
in our daily tasks. This highest and 
most genuine representative of the 
United States is among us and we must 
congratulate ourselves because his 
world personality honors this congress.

FIGHT FOR ELIMINATION 
OF PORTABLES FAILS 


Educational Meeting Hears 
Superintendent Explain Items 
in Budget for Year. 


Changes in the law governing the 
urchase of school sites were urged by 
ry. Frank W. Ballou, superintendent of 

schools, last night at a meeting of the 
board of education with representatives: 
of various civic organizations’ in the 
Franklin school. . 

The law restricts the purchase of 
sites for a price higher than 125 per 
cent of the assessed value, Dr. Ballou 
declared, and although the education 
board has $460,000 on hand for the 
purchase of sites, the restriction is a 
handicap. Purchase prices were set as 
high as 250 per cent of the assessed 
value, he said. Dr. Ballou declared in 
favor of purchase at a higher per cent 
of the assessment value. 

The meeting was held for a frank 
discussion of the school appropriation 
budget for 1929 as presented to Con- 
gress. Dr. Ballou noted in the estimates 
that only two items for the purchase of 
school sites were included, those of sites 
for the colored health school and the 
replacement of the old Bell colored 
school. 


Schools Get Big Budget. 


The budget, however, was character- 
ized by Dr. Ballou as the largest school- 
house and room construction budget in 
the history of the schools. The budget 
as presented to Congress totaled $12,- 
156,130, estimated by the Bureau of 
the Budget, which was cut from the 
board’s estimate of $15,386,243. School 
construction carries the greatest total 
estimate. 

An, attempt to have the assembly 
adopt a resolution favoring the discon- 
tinuance of 75 portable schools in the 
District, which were denounced as a 
“menace,” was futile. Dr. Ballou ex- 
plained that the congestion in the 
schools made it necessary for continued 
use of the portable buildings, other- 
wise pupils in various schools, particu- 
larly in the Eastern section of the city, 
which are relieved by the portable 
buildings, would have to be placed on 
part-time schedules. 

H. N. Stull and Clifford Shoemaker 
led the fight for the discontinuance of 
the portable buildings and succeeded 
in presenting a resolution calling for 
their discontinuance. After counter 
resolutions and amendments were pre- 


sented, which authorized the board to 


conduct a referendum vote among the 
parents of school children on the ques- 
tion, the assembly finally adopted a 
resolution tabling the entire proposal. 


Explains Work at McKinley. 


Pressed by inquiries, Dr. Ballou 
explained that an item of $250,000 in 
the estimates for ground construction 
at the new McKinley High School was 
entirely separate from the _ $2,250,000, 
which the building construction cost. 
The ground work included the leveling 
of the ground; the laying of walks, the 
construction of a stadium and other 
similar work. 


When the new McKinley School and 


the new Business High School are com- 
pleted, they are to continue the courses 
now conducted in the respective insti- 
tutions, unless a change is urged, Dr.

There are 
seven yards on the Atlantic Coast and 
not one of them may be used upon 
which to base a fleet in case of war. In 
fact, there is not now nor is there In 
prospect a provision of a proper base 
for the fleet. The same thing applies 
in the Pacific although fortunately we 
are establishing a base at Hawaii, that 
will be able to care for the fleet and 
which does away with the necessity for 
another great base on the Pacific.” 


Charleston Yard Not Needed. * 


The yard at Charleston, S. C., he said, 
is not needed and is not likely to ve 
needed in war time. 

Navy building in private yards should 
be encouraged, he declared, to help the 
merchant marine.

Court of Appeals in State Is

Lawmakers. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., Dec, 15 (A.P.), 
Sailing an uncharted legal sea in. an 
effort to establish its jurisdiction to “try 
Gov.

An attempt to get the question before 
the State Criminal Court of Appeals 
failed when that court refused to issue 
a writ of habeas corpus to E. R. Lewis. 
Oklahoma City resident, held in techni- 
cal custody of the senate court-martial 
for contempt. Presiding Judge Thomas 
H. Doyle, of the Criminal Court, 
declined to issue the writ, holding the 
case was not bona fide, because Lewis 
admittedly placed himself in contempt 
of the senate to make a test case. 


Fail in Supreme Court. 


‘The Criminal Court of Appeals was 
resorted to after the Supreme Court 
reiterated its opinion that the legisla- 
ture was without power to convene 
itself, and its members individually 
had refused to preside over the senate 
court of impeachment, as _ provided 
by the constitution. 

The third legal snag was an opinion 
of three Oklahoma County istrict 
judges, delivered in the injunction case 
brought last week by Gov. Johnston 
to prevent the house,of representatives 
from bringing impeachment charges 
against any State officer. While the 
judges’ opinion took no cognizance of 
the fact that the house has violated 
a temporary injunction by voting 
charges against the three officers and 
presenting them to the senate, it held 
with the Supreme Court that the legis- 
lature is illegally in session.

bore the earmarks of an effort to carry 
it. into the Federal courts should the 
criminal court of appeals take a view 
opposite to that of the supreme court 
in regard to the legality of the legis- 
lative session. The two courts, claiming 
equal jurisdiction, clashed recently on 
a contempt case, and the metter was 
appealed to the Federal courts for deci- 
sion. 
Fine Imposed on Lewis. 

Lewis, under a prearranged plan, 
walked into the senate chamber with 
his hat on and loudly informed the 
members they were in illegal session. 
After debate, he was found guilty of 
contempt, fined $100 and placed in the 
custody of King Dollarhide, marshal of 
the senate court, until the fine should 
be paid. 

Senator Mac Q. Williamson, who has 
been acting as president pro tempore 
of the senate since it convened last 
week, was chosen as presiding officer 
of the impeachment court after the 
refusal of all supreme court justices to 
preside had been communicated to the 
senate. 

A resolution asking Gov. Johnston to 
remove the military guard that is pre- 
venting the house of .representatives 
from meeting in its chamber was with- 
drawn by its authors in the senate.

Suggests Man of Charles 
Evans Hughes’ Type to 
Bring Stabilization. 


MINING OVERDEVELOPED, 
SECRETARY DECLARES 


Indicates Further Attempts to 
Settle Controversy May 
Be Made. 


(Associated Press.) 


The coal conference called by Secre- 
tary Davis. of the Labor Department, 
recessed yesterday without a definite 
outcome. 

Officers of the miners’ union and the 
operators who had been asked to con- 
sider ways and means of ending the 
union mining suspension in the bitumi- 
nous fields of Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
northern West Virginia, separated after 
comimittees representing them had con- 
cluded a two-day discussion of the 
Situation. Participants agreed to al- 
low Secretary Davis to make thé only 
public statement as to. their efforts. 
and the Secretary in doing so indicated 
it was possible that further attempts 
might be made to settle the controversy. 

In the discussion it was suggested 
that the coal industry might set up 
for itself a “czar’’ to exercise power 
over its operations comparable to that 
exercised by such individual leadership 
in other industries. 

In previous sessions proposals for a 
Government cOmmMission to regulate 
coal mining were brought forward. 

Most of the operators of the larger 
coal mining enterprises in the territory 
considered declined the invitation to at- 
tend and were not represented in the 
conference. 

“Tackle the coal situation from what 
angle you will, overdevelopment is the 
Snag you strike every time, and the 
snag is a tough one,” Secretary Davis’ 
final statement said. “This chaos in 
coal becomes all the more a matter of 
concern to the entire country in view 
of the effect it has on the producing 
and purchasing power of a potential 
3,000,000 of our population. This over- 
developed industry provides only part- 


time employment to more than 600,000 
miners, 


Industry Needs Czar, He Says. 


“If ever an industry needed a czar, 
coal is that industry. This conference, 
as I hav: already stated, developed the 
Suggestion of one way out. 

“The other is for leaders in coal to 
submit the industry to control by an 
‘umpire or overlord. If they did so, 
they could bring about order and sta- 
bilization at a stroke, 

“Such a man would, ‘in himself, take 
over the functions of the suggested 
rationing and arbitration commissions. 


| The man selected would have to be 


one of ability, courage, decision and 
heart, a man of the type of Charles 
Evans Hughes.”

BILLION-DOLLAR FARM 
CORPORATION URGED 


Borah Would Have U. S. Meet 
Problem; Another Plan 
by Caraway. 


(Associated Press.) 

Groping about for a means of solving 
the vexatious agricultural problem, the 
Senate yesterday received two new sug- 
gestions for remedying the condition of 
the farmer, one from a Western Repub- 
jlican and the other from a Southern 
Democrat. A Government-controlled 
agricultural corporation, with a capital 
stock of $1,000,000, was proposed in a 
bill by Senator Borah, of Idaho, to deal 
out economic assistance to the farmer 
in the production and marketing of his 
basic crops, and a measure introduced 
by Senator Caraway, of Arkansas, pro- 
vided for exportation of surplus crops 
and .importation, duty free, of an 
equivalent value in foreign products. 

Under the Caraway plan, the farmer 
would receive certificates or debentures 
showing the amount shipped out of 
the country. For these and bills of 
lading he would be given a custom 
certificate entitling him to’ receive the 
duty-free foreign merchandise. 

The board of directors of the cor- 
poration proposed by Senator Borah 
would consist of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture and eight members appointed 
by the President. It would be em- 
‘powered to acquire and operate stor- 
age warehouses, make loans to cooper- 
ative and marketing associations at low 
rates of interest and to lend to banks 
which, in turn, *would make loans to 
individual farmers,

French proposals for a treaty out- 
lawing war now are expected by ad- 
ministration officials here to influence 
materially tic drafting of an agree- 
ment to replace the Franco-American 
arbitration pact which expires next 
February 27. 

The French suggestions for new peace 
arrangements became. active yesterday 
after having been dormant so far as 
discernible since they were brought 
back from Paris by Ambassador Her- 
rick, who is now preparing to return 
to his post January 14. The Ambassa- 
dor continued hi- conferences with 
Secretary Kellogg, saw Paul Claudel, 
the French Ambassador, at the State 
Department and later visited the White 
House to discuss the treaty question 
with President Coolidge. 

At the State Department it was said 
the Briand treaty proposals already had 
been discussed between Secretary Kel- 
logg and Amba“sador Claudel to some 
extent and that there would be fur- 
ther conferences. Both at the depart- 
ment and at the embassy, however, it 
was said that the Washington conver- 
sations did not. warrant any statement 
as to the present status of the ques- 
tion. 

Apparently these conversatoins are 
preliminary to actual negotiations 
which Ambassador Herrick will under- 
take on his arrival in Paris. By the 
time he sails, after a Christmas holi- 
days‘ visit to his home in Ohio, it is 
‘expected. that the American _ position 
on the Briand plan will have crystal- 
lized sufficiently to permit rapid prog- 
ress in the negotiations in Paris.

HITS ENGINEERS’ REPORT

Declaring he was ready to vote for 
flood relief, Chairman Snell of the 
rules committee chided the Democrats 
On supporting several amendments 
which, he said, added $40,000,000 to the 
tax measure.

consulate was engaged at any time in 
Mexican propaganda. 

Page’s story of his part in 
the documents was largely a repetition 
of testimony which Avila had previously 
given, 

Avila took the stand during the after- 
noon session, after Mr. Hearst himself 
had testified along with the four sena- 
tors and Dudley Field Malone at the 
morning session and after E, B. Co- 
blentz, editor of the New York Ameri- 
can, had been on the stand. 

Avila turned out to be the man who 
had obtained the documents and sold 
them at prices ranging from $150 to 
$12,000 to the Hearst publications, 
Avila declaring that in each case he 
acted merely as the agent for persons 
in the employ of the Mexican govern- 
ment who were willing to part with the 
documents for a satisfactory price. 

From Avila’s own testimony, as well 
as the testimony of Mr. Hearst and 
Mr. Coblentz, it was clear that the 
authenticity or lack of authenticity of 
the documents depends altogether on 


the reliability and integrity of Senor 
Avila. 


Money Paid to Avila. 


Whenever any money was passed for 
the procurement of documents it was 
always Avila who obtained it from 
the Hearst representatives for the 
avowed purpose of yaying it over to 
the person or persons who had the 
secret official data. In Mexico City, 
at San Antonio or in New York, where 
official documents were readily forth- 
coming to the magic touch of Avila, 
it was always the swarthy-looking, 
smooth-shaven, black-haired man of 
distinctly Mexican mien who was on 
the witness stand who was on the 
scene and: exchanged Mr. Hearst’s 
money for Calles’ documents. 

The more money, the more docu- 
ments, according to the testimony. In 
most instances when a small initial 
sum had been turned over to Avila 
he got in touch with the right per- 
sons in a mysterious way and reported 
back that more documents had become 
available if Mr. Hearst would raise the 
price. Still more documents were en 
route, Avila testified, when the Hearst 
publications started the series, but the 
publishers refused to wait for them. 
Avila, however, made a quick trip to 
San Antonio and obtained a new batch 
from a Mexican general and this batch 
was submitted to the committee by 
Mr. Coblentz yesterday afternoon. 


Witness Arouses Interest. 


As the importance of Avila’s testi- 
money and the test of his reliability as 
@ procurer of official documents became 
the controlling factor in the investiga- 
tion, there was naturally the keenest 
interest in his personality, his record 
and the statements he made, some- 
times voluntarily and sometimes in re- 
sponse to very pointed questions by 
Senators Reed and. Robinson. 

Reed, Jones of Washington and Hi- 
ram Johnson are the Republican mem- 
bers of the special committee and 
Robinson of Arkansas and Bruce are 
the Democrats. Reed and Robinson 
took the lead in questioning witnesses. 

It was a gala day for the spectators 
and the doors of the large committee 
room were jammed, while standing 
room only was available for scores who 
gained admittance. Senators and 
members of the House were noted and 
at one time a message came over from 
the House of Representatives asking 
that members return to the floor. 


Senators Join Spectators. 


Senator Reed of Missouri was an in- 
terested spectator and sat at an end 
seat at the committee table and sug- 
gested several questions. Senators 
Moses, Copeland, Brookhart and others 
followed the proceedings with sus- 
tained interest. Mrs. Nicholas Long- 
worth had a seat well up front near 
the committee table and remained 
during the day.

cause Avila, who had procured them, 
said he saw them extracted from the 
Official files by a clerk. 

“I had to accept Mr. Page’s word.” 
Coblentz testified, adding that Avila 
arrived a week later. 

“He told me,” Coblentg said, “that 
the documents were obtained from the 
files of the Mexican government in 
Mexico City. He himself was present 
when the first ten documents were ex- 
tracted from the official files.” 
Coblentz said it was not possible for 
him to make any investigation as to 
whether stims of money, as describéd 
in the documents, were actually trans- 
mitted to New York by telegraph or 
otherwise, as he lacked authority to get 
the telegrams or probe into the affairs 
at the banks. But he said he was con- 
vinced of the authenticity of the doc- 
uments because similar documents had 
been obtained late in October this 
year from the secret files of Senor Elias, 
the Mexican consul general. 


Taken From Elias’ Files. 


One of the clerks at the consul gen- 
eral’s office extracted these documents 


testified, and they dovetailed absolute- 
ly with the documents which Avila 
had procured in Mexico City. The New 
York documents, it then developed. 
were obtained by the same Senor Avila 
who had procured the documents in 
Mexico City. Details as to how Avila 
said he had operated, his friendship 
for clerks in the office of Elias, &c.., 
were cited by Mr. Coblentz. 


Charges Plot to Loot. 


It was simply a conspiracy on .the 
part of Mexican officials to loot their 
own treasury and enrich themselves, 
Coblentz said. Page, he declared, took 
the documents to Secretary of State 
Kellogg and wanted to show them to 
the Secretary, but Mr. Kellogg said he 
did not want to look at them. 


“We could get no help from the State 
Department in our efforts to get more 
light on the documents,” Coblentz said. 
A total of $3,500 was paid for the first 
New York batch of documents, accord- 
ing to the witness, Avila handling the 
money end of the transaction. Avila 
was later approached, Coblentz said, 
and offered $10,000, according to Avila’s 
own statement, by a man in Elias’ 
office if he would testify that the 
documents were forgeries. Avila said 
he was asked to accept $10,000 as the 
price for thus testifying; but that he 
refused to take the money and informed 
Mr. Coblentz of his experience. 
Replying to questions by Senator 
Reed, Coblentz said Avila was on the 
Hearst staff and got $5C a week salary 
and expenses. The fact that Avila re- 
fused such a large sum as $10,000, ac- 
cording to his own statement, was cited 
by Mr. Coblentz as an indication of 
his caiiber. 


New Names Are Mentioned. 


Bringing new names into the case, 
Coblentz said onc of the documents 
stated that Calles had ordered $25,000 
paid to Oswald G. Villard of the Na- 
tion for propaganda. 

“A reporter called on Mr. Villard, 
who said he had never received the 
$25,000,” Coblentz said. “His paper had 
been paid $1,400 for advertising by 
Elias and for copies purchased.” 

A mysterious Jose Kelly, whose iden- 
tity has never been established, was 
also mentioned in the slush fund, ac- 
cording to the witness. 


A sweeping denial by Senator Norris 
of the charges contained in the alleged 
document was read to the committee 
after Coblentz had left the stand. Nor- 
ris was detained at his home by ill- 
ness and Senator Johnson was depu- 
tized by the committee to obtain the 
statement.

ciently conducted by centralization of 
the entire industry in a market area. 

‘Second, that this market area must 
be, from an economic standpoint, lo- 
cated at a railroad terminal, where the 
receivers can deliver direct from cars 
and thereby avoid present high cost 
of truck drayage. 

“Third, that the farmers’ produce 
market should be located in close prox- 
imity to the commission houses, , 

“It is also generally admitted that 
the District and the Federal govern- 
ments will have little, if any, say in 
the exact location in which the com- 
mission men, who make up by far the 
larger part of this wholesale «center, 
will locate when they are compelled to 
move from their present situation. 

“It was made evident to us that the 
commission men and _ wholesalers 
should move before the farmers’ mar- 
ket.” 

The eight proposed permanent sites 
then are described and the report con- 
tinues: 


Personal Visits Made. 


“Personal visits were made to all 
sites. After careful review the conclu- 
sion has been reached that the follow- 
ing sites should be eliminated from 
further consideration: 

“Anacostia, Buzzard Point, Eckington 
site No. 3 (Patterson tract). 

“Southwest site No. 2 (H and Eighth 
streets) has been eliminated because 
the Commissioners. feel that it has 
fewer advantages and is less desirable 
than Southwest site No. 1 (the one 
recommended). 

“The Commissioners believe that 
midcity site should be eliminated be- 
cause it has no rail or water trans- 
portation or cold storage facilities, 
without which a wholesale center could 
not be satisfactorily established in 
future. 

“If it is n to select immedi-

The financial features of the flood control 
plan prepared by the Army engineers and now 
awaiting action by Congress are not acceptable 
to the States that have suffered inundations. 
It is proposed that they shall pay a large pro- 
portion of the cost of flood control. They give 
notice that they are not able to bear the bur- 
den. 

The Mississippi River will never be put un- 
der control if the feeble resources of the flood 
States are called upon to finance the work. 
Those States are suffering enormous and al- 
most fatal losses already. They have paid out 
millions in ineffectual efforts to control the 
river. Their people are paying taxes for work 
that has long ago been swept away. Now it is 
proposed that these same people shall vote 
crushing taxes upon themselves in assisting the 
United States Government to perform a purely 
national task. 

It is not fair to the flood States to demand 
that they should pay more than any other. 
States. The control of the Mississippi is a 
problem of national defense, not against a for- 
eign enemy but against a still more dangerous 
and powerful enemy—wNature itself. The ele- 
ments that have defied man’s control must be 
mastered if the Mississippi is to be kept in its 
channel. Only the Nation can achieve that 
mastery. 

Flood control is not a question of reclaim- 
ing lands that have been damaged or which 
may be submerged. It is a question of protect- 
ing American life, which will surely perish un- 
less the United States extends protection. The 
millions that are generously forthcoming 
whenever disaster occurs will be spent again 
and again, with utterly futile results, if the 
Mississippi is not placed under control. The 
people can not be moved away. They can not 
ward off the floods. They are at the mercy of 
two powers—the river and the national au- 
thority which can overpower the river. 

If any project of a purely national character 
was ever presented to Congress it is the proj- 
ect for control of the Mississippi River. The 
entire cost of this work should be borne by the 
Treasury. The people inhabiting the flood re- 
gions should pay no more and no fewer taxes 


than are paid by the inhabitants of Maine or 


California to defray the cost of this national 
work, 

When the flood control legislation is enacted 
it should provide for exclusive jurisdiction over 
the undertaking by the United States. The 
States affected by floods should have no voice 
in this enterprise, except to contribute what 
they can from their slender resources. They 
should not be permitted to influence the loca- 
tion, size, cost or arrangement of any levees, 
spillways, by-passes or other devices included 
in the national plan. As the work is a national 


duty, the authority over the work should rest 
in the Government exclusively. 


ANOTHER UPLIFT. 


William H. Anderson, erstwhile protagonist 
of the Antisaloon League and now the most 
prominent figure in the ‘‘American Protestant 
Alliance,” has found a member of the House 
willing to introduce the latest of his plans for 
the advancement of the human race. This 
accommodating representative is Gala H. 
Stalker, of New York, described by Mr. Ander- 
son as a “militant dry.” Mr. Anderson’s reso-. 
lution proposes an amendment to the poor old 
Constitution which, when adopted by Congress 
and ratified by a sufficient number of States, 
will “cut out 30 congressmen, all wets, 30 
electoral votes and 60 delegates to the national 
conventions that now represent 7,500,000 
aliens.” | | 

. The process through which this elimination 
is to be accomplished is very eagy. The 
amendment simply provides that ‘‘aliens shall 
‘be excluded in counting the whole number of 


_. persons in each State for apportionment of rep- 
* resentation among the several States accord-, 
__ ing to their respective numbers.” 


h : » The former representative of the Antisaloon 


‘om the count of the total population 
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of any voting representation in Congress. But 


the hordes of aliens in New York City, speak- 
ing foreign languages and reading a foreign 
language press, are represented by five or six 
congressmen, who are named, their votes con- 
trolled and their salaries drawn and their pat- 


-fonage distributed by Tammany.” 


Mr. Anderson neglected to call attention to 
the rumor that in certain Southern States 
there are also many thousands of “native:citi- 
zens who are deprived of voting representation 
in Congress.” Why confine his sympathies to 
the native citizens of the Digtrict of Columbia 
and other outlying possessions? 


THE FARMERS’ MARKET. 


The District Commissioners have suggested 
that the Farmers’ Market be temporarily re- 


moved to the Mall, between Sixth and Seventh 
streets, immediately south of the George 
Washington Memorial Foundation. The Com- 
missioners recommend as a permanent site the 
squares between Tenth, Eleventh, G and BEB 
streets southwest. The temporary buildings 
on the Mall would cost $55,000. 

The public strenuously objects to the placing 
of any “temporary” buildings in the Mall. 
Congress has: given unmistakable evidence of 
its desire to develop the Mall according to the 
plans already approved. The war-time mon- 
strosities that were “temporarily” placed in 
the Mall are standing there yet, an eyesore 
and an obstacle to the Government’s building 
and parking program. The most difficult 
thing to remove in Washington is a ‘‘tem- 
porary” building, erected on public property. 

The Mall belongs to the Nation. It has a 
more valid right to remain undefiled by ugly 
buildings than the Farmers’ Market has a 
right to exist. If the Commissioners and Con- 
gress can not find any other site for the market 
than the parkway that extends between the 
Capitol of the United States and the Washb- 
ington Monument, let the market be abolished 
entirely. No backward step should be toler- 
ated in the great work that is now under way 
for the beautification of the National Capi- 
tal. 

The permanent site recommended is a good 
one, accessible by rail, street railway, water 
and automobile. Why not move the market 
to that site forthwith? The answer is, doubt- 
less, that the site is not yet available, and that 
the market must be moved without delay to 
some temporary site. Very well; let the mar- 
ket be placed on the Capitol Plaza, at the very 
door of Congress and the Supreme Court. 
Then it will probably be temporary. Visitors 
to the National Museum are entitled to some 
relief from the smells and sights of chicken- 
coops, egg cases, rabbits, fish, vegetables and 
rubbish that advertise the Farmers’ Market to 
the world and the heavens. Why should not 
Congress stand its share of this nuisance— 
temporarily? Why should the Mall be deco- 
rated with decayed vegetables, debilitated 
farm wagons and the litter of a thousand traf- 
fickers? The-ideal temporary site for the mar- 
ket is the Capitol Plaza, where it will remind 
the eyes, ears and noses of statesmen that a 
permanent site must be found. 


SALE OF FIREARMS. 


Agitation for enactment of a local law regu- 
lating the sale and possession of firearms will 
be continued during the present session of 
Congress. There exists a general belief that 
a bill will be passed. For years the Police 
Department has felt the need of such authority. 
Washington is one of the few large cities in 
which firearms are sold openly and possessed 
indiscriminately. 

Michigan recently placed upon its statute 
books a regulation requiring the registration of 
firearms. Wher the police of Detroit set about 
the task of taking the census of guns and 
pistols, they discovered to their amazement 
that Detroit was “armed to the hilt.” Already 
48,000 citizens have received.gun permits in 
Detroit proper, with no figures yet available 
from the suburbs. If the figures used by 
proponents of the legislation—that only about 
6 per cent of the law-abiding citizens possess 
arms whereas thugs are 100 per cent armed— 
hold true, one obtains a graphic picture of the 
extent to which guns and pistols intended for 
criminal use are owned in a more or less typi- 
cal American city. 

New York, with its so-called Sullivan law, 
attempts.to regulate stringently the use of 
pistols. The law was passed in 1911, and for 
a short period after that shooting- dropped off, 
with pistol permits for the year following the 
enactment of the law numbering not more 
than 2,000. Then shootings began to increase, 
and pistol permits were increased from year 
to year, until today there is a decided opinion 
that New York needs another clean-up. 

The chief médical examiner’s office has been 
working for revision of the Sullivan law in 
order to make the purchase of pistols more 
difficult. “If this could be accomplished,” say 
these officials,. “it would go a long way to 
eliminate shootings. Homicides and suicides, 
for instance, are the result in many cases of 
husbands and wives quarreling within easy 
reach of a revolver.” The office claims that 
possession of firearms is not necessary for per- 
sonal protection, and in proof produces records 
of shootings from 1918 through 1926, during 
which period, of a total.of 1,882 persons killed 
by pistols in New York. with the exception of 


_139 killed by policemen in the performance of 


duty, but 8 were shot by persons actually de- 
fending their lives. 

The fact that New York wants to tighten 
up its Sullivan law should be proof enough that 
Washington needs legislation to regulate the 
sale and possession of firearms,

ALL VERY WELL, BUT—— 


Dr. Leonard Hill, president of the sanitary 
inspectors’ associations of England, has come 
out against the popular theory that colds are 
caused by exposure to drafts, cold air, or wet 
feet. With a motto, “Enjoy the cold and 
keep healthy,” he advocates frequent exposure 
for the purpose of building up resistance 
to colds. The men in the trenches, he points 
out, many of whom were frequent sufferers 
from this common ailment in civilian life, had 
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way to the onslaughts of a peculiarly “nasty” 
climate. The people of England do not live in 
warm houses, a8 Americans do. The charge is 
openly made that Englishmen maintain inter- 
nal fires by means of nappy good ale, prime 
old Scots, or smoky Irish usquebaugh. But 


what is an American to do? Must he violate 


the law in order to avoid colds? Or is he 
driven to rubbers, overcoat and umbrella? 

The men in the trenches had their regular 
ration of wine and rum when they went over 
the top. Sailors in the North Sea have their 
grog. Alpine climbers reinforce themselves 
with appropriate heart-warmers. Street ven- 
ders, plowmen, shepherds, bakers, doctors and 
all the others who are said to be immune to 
colds are notorious imbibers of stimulants that 
are denied to Americans. 

Far be it from any one to suggest alcohol as 
a substitute for rubbers or a raincoat. What 


we have in mind is not violation of the law, 


but a substitution of climates. Let Americans 
have a year without a winter, and a summer 
without boreal flarebacks, and they will have 
no need of either booze or galoshes. In the 
absence of weather reform, all loyal Americans 
will wear overshoes rather than resort to the 
furtive and criminal practice of fortifying 
their constitutions with unconstitutional stim- 
ulants. 


BUILDING THE NATION’S CITY. 

The Elliott bill, providing for an appropria- 
tion of $25,000,000 to be used by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for purchasing all of the 
Mall-Avenue triangle for the Government’s 
housing program, has been ordered favorably 
reported to the House. 
that failed during the Senate filibuster in the 
last session of Congress, 

Purchase of the triangle should not be de- 
layed. The Government has decided that all 
of this area is to be used for new structures. 
Prudence dictates that it be purchased now, 
before its value increases. If the fathers had 
anticipated the present development, and had 
set the land aside in the early days of the city, 
this expenditure would not have been neces- 
sary. If purchase is pursued piece-meal as 
actual need for a site develops, the total cost of 
the program will be increased unnecessarily. 

Development of the Mall-Avenue triangle 
must be carried forward with an eye to the 
far future. Although the public has no desire 
to see money wasted in any public project, it 
does not wish to see the construction of these 
new buildings handicapped in any degree by 
niggardliness. Congress so far has planned on 
a noble scale, befitting the Nation’s needs. The 
new structures in the Capital promote the crea- 
tion of the city that is to excel all others. Let 
the work be done now, in this generation, so 
that the Capital shall not lag behind the Nation, 


but be its chief ornament, the pride of every 
American, | 


A NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Representative O’Connor, of Louisiana, has 
introduced a bill which provides for a com- 
mission to inquire into the feasibility of the 
construction of a ‘“‘sea-level canal” across the 
republic of Nicaragua. 

Mr. O’Connor is perhaps too young to have 
any personal recollection of the work of the 
last commission which was appointed by Con- 
gress 40 years ago. Among the men most in- 
terested in the proposition to construct a canal 
across Nicaragua was Senator Morgan, of Ala- 
bama, and Senator Warner Miller, of New 
York. The former was the “father of the 
project,’’ while the latter invested several mil- 
lion dollars in the enterprise. 

The late Senator Hanna is credited with hav- 
ing wrecked the plan in the interest of the 
Panama route. He exhibited a series of pic- 
tures in the Senate which showed the exist- 
ence of numerous volcanoes along the route. 
Those “spouters” are stiil there, but there is 
no record of the eruption of one of them since 
the days of Columbus. They are looked upon 
as very tame volcanoes, indeed, and the fear 
which then existed that they might ruin the 
work appears to have passed completely. 

The fact that some $6,000,000 was expended 
in dredging at Greytown Harbor and in other 
work of a preliminary character has apparently 
been overlooked by Mr. O’Connor as well as by 
the members of the committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce, to which his bill has 
been referred. But it might be well for that 
committee to examine the reports submitted 
by the commission before sending another com- 
mission to Nicaragua. Such an examination 
will bring to light. valuable data which will 
probably convince the committee tHat a sea- 
level canal is out of the question, since Lake 
Nicaragua is many feet above sea level.

With the return of each Christmas season 
thére appears the alarmist who sees in the 
habit of holiday decoration the near approach 
of the day when holly, ground pine, mountain 
laurel. and winterberry will disappear entirely. 
The Christmas tree itself is doomed to extinc- 
tion, says the alarmist, unless immediate and 
radical steps are taken to prevent the cutting 
of young pines, cedars and balsams for such 
use. The same warnings from the same 
sources are dished up year after year. Many 
of these alarmists suggest that artificial greens 
be substituted for the natural growths in holi- 
day decoration. 

But who is ever satisfied with the artificial 
when the real is obtainable? Dr, Arthur H. 
Graves, of the Brooklyn Botanic Garden, sug- 
gests that instead of substitutes for the rea) 
thing, conservation of plant life be made the 
rule. He would have the owners of farm lands, 
especially those in the vicinity of the cities 
where the demands for decorative greens are 
the greatest, care for the holly, the laurel and 
the pine growth on their holdings as carefully 
as they conserve other agricultural products. 
’ Christmas greens may be preserved for gen- 
erations yet unborn if the owners of the fields 
in which they flourish today will use the same 
care to conserve the growth of the holly and 
the laurel as they give to their orchards and

But since salesmanship has become an art, 


the people have grown wary and are suspicious:of enthusiasm, They 
have learned that enthusiasm and exaggeration always work together. 

When a traveler returns from a far country and tells of the wonders 
he has seen, he finds his audience coldly incredulous. It is not the 
audience that is at fault, but his own enthusiasm. When the salesman 
becomes eloquent in an effort to be convincing, he finds his prospective 
customer more and more difficult to convince. . His own enthusiasm 
defeats him. 

The reaction to enthusiasm is a kind of defense mechanism, like the 
anger engendered in you by the other man’s anger. 

The listener senses in the enthusiasm of the talker a determination 
to conquer him by an exaggeration of the truth; he thinks the talker 
is endeavoring to outwit him; and he accepts the challenge and discounts 
what the talker says in an effort to get at the simple truth he thinks is 
being concealed from him. Frequently he discounts too much, and ends 
by accepting much less than the truth. 

Exaggeration operates in a vicious circle. Because the talker’s en- 
thusiasm prompts him to say more than the truth, the wary listener 


comes desperate and exaggerates more. 

Because exaggeration is a national habit, disbelief is a national habit. 
One makes the other necessary. 

Note the conversation of a young woman. “It slayed me,’’ she says. 
And again: “I simply melted.” And again “I nearly died.”” What she 
means to say is that she was astonished in the first instance, warm in 
the next and amused in the third. The listener understands what she 
means, for much experience of exaggeration has taught him properly 
to discount what he hears. 

There was a time when the world was more credulous than it is now, 
when exaggeration was profitable. People accepted it at its face value. 
But hard experience has taught them that exaggeration and enthusiasm 
are weapons used by sharpers who have designs on their purses or their 
liberties and they have become cynical, 

If you would have your word accepted without discount, say your say 
calmly. If you show the least excitement, the other fellow will be at 
once on the defensive.

SHOULD WE FEED OR STARVE A 
COLD? 
S. WRITES: Kindly advise if it 
A is advisable to starve a cold or 
® feed acold. Also, how it applies 
in regard to a fever. 
REPLY. 


I think we can find authority for both 
sides of both questions. I am afraid the 
evidence shows that my profession has 
been on both sides at the same time. 
Since: there is no machinery in the 
medical profession for settling scien- 
tific questions by vote, we must regard 
medical opinion as a sort of weighing 
off of individual opinion. It is not 
difficult to quote physicians both pro 
and con on this as on every other ques- 
tion. 

Let us say the matter started with 
the dogmatic rule: “Feed a cold and 
starve a fever.” That had hardly be- 
come a@ classic before we began to hear 
the advice: “Starve a cold.” And a 
few decades ago a distinguished physi- 
cian directed that the legend: “He fed 
fevers” be graven on his tombstone. 


There is no reason, that I can see, 
for differentiating so radically between 
fevers and colds. A severe cold is a 
_ fever, and as I see it, they should be 
treated alike, from the dietetic stand- 
point. The determining factor should 
be the duration of the disorder. Speak- 
ing generally, any person with a fever 
which lasts only a few days should eat 
little during the attack. This is true of 


a fever due to a cold, as well as one}: 


due to any other cause. On the other 
hand, a person having a persisting fever, 
such as typhoid, or consumption, should 
eat moderately. , 


For a number of years it has been 
ded as good practice to give a ty- 
phoid case an easily digested diet, but 
one that was fairly high in calories. 
While consumptives are not stuffed with 
food as they once were, still they are

better if he is allowed to draw on his 
stored surplus for maintenance. If. 
however, he should develop hunger 
headache, or acidosis, he can take teas, 
or even sugar water. Some alkali water 
may add to his comfort. In a longer 
illness he should eat enough,to protect 
his tissues from excessive burning. 


WINTER ITCH BACK AGAIN, 

Constant reader writes: Now that 
the winter itch season is upon us, 1 am 
minded to pass on to you again my 
simple remedy—a mixture of two-thirds 
lime water to one of glycerin. It is so 
very simple, and, in my own case, 80 
reliable, I have needed to use it only 
once or twice a week. 

You printed two years ago a simple 
remedy for warts—spirits of camphor 
I passed it along to a friend of mine, 
@ pianist, whose hands were literally 
covered with the pests (physicians had 
not been able to help her). She used 
the camphor frequently for a few weeks, 
and lo! the warts disappeared as if by 
magic. I tried it on my one and only 
and it slipped silently away.

Thanks for your help for the suf- 
ferers from winter itch, hatching 
around us day by day as the mercury 
falls and the fires rise. 

Here is another remedy which came 
in the same batch with yours. It came 
from a very intelligent man, who says 
he knows from experience. L. sends 
the following treatment for winter itch: 
“Acetyl salicylic acid, two five grain 
capsules on four successive nights. At 
the same time use a lotion composed of 
the following: Phenol and glycerin, each 
one dram; liquid euthymol sufficient 
to make eight ounces. Apply to the af- 
fected parts two to four times daily.” 
These remedies may not cure every- 
body, but they are cheaper than spend- 
ing the winter in California or Florida.

O'Reilly did 
identify Horace R. Lamb in court as 
the man from the Department of Jus- 
fice who was placed under surveillance 
during the Fall-Sinclair trial.

GYPSY PRINCES: GOLD 
ENDS VAGRANGY TRIAL 


Two of King Emil Mitchell’s 
House Show Comfortable 
Rolls Also in Court. 


ATTORNEY PAID $100 FEE 


A pair of Romany’s royalty appeared 
in Police Court yesterday and money 
talked. Judge Isaac R. Hitt, satisfied 
with the pecuniary conversation, dis- 
missed vagrancy charges against “Crown 
Prince” Frank and his brother, “Prince” 
William, of the regal Gypsy family of 
Mitchell. 

Prince Frank, heir to the “throne” of 
“King” Emil Mitchell, displayed $175 
in bills and testified that he had a 
bank account of $20,000. Prince Will- 
iam showed $150 was in his pockets and 
said he had a bank account of $15,000 
Robert I. Miller, counsel for the two, 
displayed a bag of gold containing $100, 
which he said was paid him by the 
royal pair for defending them. 

Patrolman William F. Burke, of the 

Sixth Precinct, arrested the pair at 
John Marshall place and Pennsylvania 
avenue on December 1. Burke said the 
two ignored his advice to seek work. 
When taken to the Sixth Precinct the 
princes each posted $25 collateral, 
despite the charge of being unable to 
show visible means of support. 
The legal victory that now adorns 
the escutcheon of the Mitchell family 
offsets a legal defeat suffered a few 
weeks ago, 
princess. 

The sister of the princes, Princess 
Julia, forsook her title to become the 
wife of William L. Osborn, 2222 Shan- 
non lace southeast. Efforts to have 
her adjudged incorrigible in court failed 
and she was cast from the royal family. 
King Mitchell has now instituted suit 
in a higher court to have her husband 
surrender her again to the royal family 
on the ground that she is only 15 years 
old. 

The vagrancy case recalls the ‘case of 
a retired contractor a few years ago, 
who persisted in sunning himself in 
Judiciary Park.

Court Asked to Expedite Ad- 
ministrator of Estate In- 


volving Millions.

The 
latter also. says that the Bliss estate 
owes him $27,500, which is represented 
by mortgage notes of the A. O Bliss 
Properties, Inc. 

At the time of the death of Bliss, the 
holdings included the Woodward Apart- 
ments, Chatham Courts, Falkstone 
Courts, the Cortland, Ventosa, Duns- 
more, Victoria and the Driscoll hotel 
buildings, as well as the Bliss Building 
at First and B streets northwest.

JUDGE TAKES STAND 
IN BROSNAN DISPUTE 


Justice Hoehling Is Witness in 
Suit Involving Provident 
Relief Stock. 


The rare sight of one justice of the 
District Supreme Court on the bench 
in his robes and another justice, also in 
his robes, in the witness chair, was ob- 
served yesterday in Equity Court. Jus- 
tice William Hitz was on the bench. 
Justice Adolph A. Hoehling, of another 


branch of the Equity Court, was in the 
witness chair, having been summoned 
with his clerk, Harry B. Dertzbaugh, 
by W. Gwynn Gardiner, an attorney. 

Justice Hoehling was examined by 
Mr. Gardiner and. cross-examined by 
Attorney Raymond Hudson with refer- 
ence to the testimony in December, 
1925, of. John Brosnan, jr., president of 
the Provident Relief Association, who 
was at that time committed to fail for 
contempt in connection with his fail- 
ure or refusal to surrender certain as- 
sets of the association to Kh Gardiner 
and his comanager, Charles S. Baker. 
The managers had been appointed by 
the court to handle the affairs of the 
association after Brosnan’s five sisters 
began ouster proceedings against him. 
Brosnan wes released from jail after de- 
clarigg that he did not possess the as- 
sets. 

The controversy before Justice Hitz 
concerns the alleged disposition of stock 
in the association by Brosnan. The trial 
has been goin on for about ten days 
and is expected to contin-e throjighout 
the balance of the October term. 

Justice Hoehling interrupted a di- 
vorce case to take the witness stand.

$8,000,000 CAMPAIGR 


Fund Started to Erect Great 
National Church Building 
Group Here. 


FIRST DONATION $100,000 


A nation-wide -campaign to raise 
funds for the erectior and maintenance 
of the National Presbyterian Church, to 
be located at the southwest corner of 
Calvert street and Connecticut ave- 
nue, were announced yesterday. The 
new church is to cost approximately 
$5,000,000, which will be in the Span- 
ish Gothic type of architecture. 

Present plans provide for a group of 
buildings, including the church, parish 
house, manse and an open-air audito- 
rium, all linkec together by cloisters. 
The Rev. Dr. John C, Palmer is chair- 
man of the board of trustees, and the 
Rev. Dr, Charles Wood, rector of the 
Church of the Covenant, is president of 
the National Capital church extension 
committee and corporation. 

Land for the proposed edifice has 
been acquired through the donation of 
$100,000 from Mrs. Medill McCormick, 
who also provided forthe architect’s 
plans. 

Personal attention to the plans has 
been given by Ralpk Adams Cram, of 


‘the firm of Cran & Ferguson, of Bos- 


ton, Mass., assisted by George Oakley 
Totten, of this city and Edward P. Mel- 
lon, of New York. 

Based on the architecture of the 
early Gothic churches in Spain, the 
group of buildings will be a fitting ad- 
dition to those which already adorn 
the National Capital The church will 
edifice but will 
also provide a center of far-reaching 

wer. 

Simplicity and dignity will be the 
keynote in the new structure -vhich 
will be featured by a great spire, and 
flying buttresses and porch. Apart 
from this there is little elaboration 
of detail. The cloister, with arcades. 
connects, the church with the parish 
house, and the marise. The open-air 
auditorium which will complete this 
group, will provide in Washington a 
national center for Presbyierians. 

Establishing of a national Presby- 
terian Church in the National Capita) 
is especially fitting, as no less that 
seven of the Presidents of the United 
States were of that faith No less than 
fifteen of them have attended the Pres- 
byterian Church while residing =n 
Washington, and ten of them were 
members of the congregation of the 
New York Avenue Church.

CIVIL SERVICE PENSIONS 


Capper Asks More. Stringent 
Child Labor Law; Other Im- 
portant District Bills. 


Harnessing the water power at Great 
Falls by the Federal Government is 
proposed in a bill introduced in the 
Senate yesterday by Senator Howell 
(Republican), of Wyoming, on behalf 
of Senator Norris (Republican Progres- 
sive), of Nebraska. The latter is ill. 
at his home here. 

The bill authorizes the Secretary of 
War to construct all necessary dams 
and other works for the development of | 
hydroelectric plants at Great Falls, in 

accordance with the recommendations 

made by Maj. M. C. Tyler to the Sixty- 

sixth ‘Congress. The Federal Water 

Power Commission, however, would be 

authorized to make any changes in 

Tyler’s recommendations which would 

increase the amount of hydroelectric 

energy. 

Bills already have been introduced 

in the Senate and House providing for 

the preservation of. Great Falls and for 

the establishment of a park extending 

from there to Key Bridge. 

Senator Dale (Republican), of Ver- 
mont, introduced a bill yesterday to 
permit civil service workers to retire 
after 30 years’ service and increasing 
the maximum annuity from $1,000 to 
$1,200. This is the same bill intro-7 
duced in the House by Representative 
Lehlbach (Republican), of New Jersey. 

In the House yesterday, Representa- 
tive Celler (Democrat), of New York, 
introduced a bill which would 
strengthen the laws’ governing “prefer- 
ence” rights for former service men em- 
ployed in the Government. 

Under its terms, efficiency ratings 
would have to be so made as to prevent 
any attempt to circumvent veterans’ 
preference. 

It also would prevent enforced’ fur- 
lough or enforced, leave without pay?: 
being given veteraris'in the civil service 
in the event of reductions in personnel. 

Senator Capper (Republican), of Kan- 
sas, introduced two bills that already 
had been introduced in the House, one 
to provide a more stringent child labor 
law here, and one authorizing the Dis- 
trict National Guard to take over the 
Pension Office Building as an armory 
after it has been vacated by the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office. 

Senator Fess (Republican), of Ohio, 
introduced a bill authorizing the erec- 
tion of a nonsectarian chapel at the 
Army Medical Center in this city. 

Representative Rathbone (Republi- 
can), of Illinois, introduced a bill to 
establish a national war memorial and 
veterans’ headquarters in the old Ford’s 
Theater. 

The theater would become a perma- 
nent repository for the Oldroyd collec- 
tion of Lincoln relics, which already is 
owned by the United States, and would 
be used as a national headquarters by 
the Grand Army of the Republic and 
other veterans’ organizations. 

The bill further provides that the 
theater be placed in charge of the Di- 
rector of Public Buildings and Parks, 
and authorizes an appropriation of 
$100,000 for alterations and repairs.
